The same return contains 
a large number of Chinese puzzle tables 
which hardly anybo@y scans, assuming, 
of course, that they have been correctly 
summarized in the first comprehensive 
table. One of them is headed, ‘‘Num.- 
ber of passengers killed in the move- 
ments of trains (excluding train accidents 
and season tickets.’’ According to this 
table I find that there were 135 passei_ 
gers killed in 1901. By what process of 
reasoning a differentiation is arrived at 
between passengers Killed in “train ac- 
cidents”’ and passengers Killed in ‘“‘train 
movements,’ it would be utterly hope- 
less to attempt to find out. One might 
be justified in inferring that the first ta- 
ble of passengers killed in “train acci- 
dents’ includes omy those killed on 
trains that were stationary. Or perhaps 
a more !ogical assumption would be that 
the first table records only the number 
of passengers 


yearly totals of those passengers who 
were killed by rallways under circum- 
stances dhat could not be described as 
accidental, 

On consulting other tables in the re- 
port I find that in this same year—i90! 
—when it was declared that not a single 
passenger was killed in ‘“‘nailway acci- 
dents” there were twenty-three passen- 
gers killed ‘fon railway premises from 
causes not connected with the move- 
ments of railway trains.’’ In another 
table, vaguely headed “Other Persons,’’ 
which includes people killed at “‘leve] 
crossings,”” Others who met death while 
“on business at stations and sidings’’ and 
others who had the misfortune to be run 
over while “trespassing on line,”’ 622 
more deaths are accounted for in that 
year, 

A similar process of minimizing fatal- 
ities and injuries with regard to railway 
empboyees is adopted. There were only 
eght of them killed by “train accidents”’ 
in 1901, according to this grotesque com. 
pilation which is dignified by the name 
of a board of trade report. But diligent 
investigation among the subsidiary tables 
show that “493 employees were killed 
that year in the movements of trains 
excluding train accidents.”” An additional 
fifty-four met their deaths ‘‘from cauees 
not connected with the movements of 
trains’’—Doiler explosions and such like 
cisasters presumably. Here is a tota) 
of 1,217 actually killed in i901, who do 
mot appear in the figures on which the 
claims made in behalf of the wondrous 
safety of English railway travel are 
based, 

American Roads Superior. 

British railway companies obtain their 
earnings chiefly from their passenger 
traffic. The accident statistics relating 
to them are distorted in their interests, 
By some mysterious method they control 
the system under which they are tabu- 
lated. The board of trade statisticians 
who compile the figures are not respon. 
sible for it. They view with disgust the 
potch that is made of their labors by the 
higher officials. But they are powerless 
to prevent it. One of the compilers, with 
whom I discussed the burlesque officia] 
report, tokd me that he had visited the 
United States a few years ago and in- 
spected the railways there to obtain 
points for parliamentary railway legisla- 
tion. 

“I found,” he said, “that American 
roads are far superior to ours so far as 
appliances for the protection of life are 
concerned. The report which I was in_ 
strumentad in drawing up Dore fruit in 
an act for the prevention of accidents 
of English railways. But as passed it 
was a very imperfect measure. It made 
no provision for automatic car-couplers, 
such as are used on American railways, 
The hand-coupling process employed here 
is responsible for fully 20 per cent of 
the fatalities among railway employees. 
Rallway companies bitterly oppose ail 
attempts to compe] them to adopt appli- 
ances and methods that will render the 
rcads safer, Their influence in parlia 
ment, where many of the members are 
railway directors, is great. And as long

“This is one of the five kindred bills 
introduced by me, the object of which 
is the creation of the office of lieuten- 
ant governor; to define his power, du- 
ties, qualification and compensation. 

“Section | of this bill creates the office 
of lieutenant governor of this state and 
provides for his election by the people. 

is also provides a salary of $400 per 
@nnum for this office, which really only 
involves an expenditure of $250 over 
and above the amount which is now 
paid under the existing law. The lieuten- 
ant governor is not required to live at 
the seat of government except during 
the session of the legislature, or while 
he is performing the duties of governof, 
and has no vote in 
in the case of a tie. 

‘The bill also provides for the election 
of a president pro temporoe by vote of 
the senate. This latter officer 
powered to act during the absence of 
the lieutenant governor, or when the 
lieutenant governor shall exercise the 
duties of governor. The bill also pro- 
vides that m case of death, resignation 
or disability of the governor the lieu- 
tenant governor shall exercise the exec- 
utive powers of government and succeed 
to the office ef governor. 

“The reasons why this office should 
exist are many, and why it has not long 
since been created is beyond my pow- 
ers of comprehension. Thirty-six of 
the states in the union already have 
lieutenant governors, all of whom

“Again, by providing for the election of 
a lieutenant governor by the people we 
obviate the necessity aid ¢rouble of elect- 
ing a president of the senate by that body, 
as under the provisions of this bill the 
lieutenant governor is ex-officio president 
of the senate. He represents no district, 
but is elected from th», state at large and 
thus by virtue of the fact that he is a 
State officer all loca! preferences are 
eliminated. 

“Further than this: I desire to state 
With all due deference t» the framers of 
Our present constitution the law of su>- 
cession to the gubernatorial chair is ex- 
ceédingly crude and cumbersome. Under 
the present law. should the governor be 
removed from office thrcugh death, resig- 
nation or disability, ths president of t':e 
senate becomes governor ad interim: he 
is required by law to ci a special ele«- 
tion for the purpose of electing a new 
governor, and the state is put to the ex- 
pense and inconvenience of this election, 
together with the accompanying triais 
and tribulations incident to a gubernato- 
rial camipaign. As a matter of fact, un- 
der our present regime we would reallv 
hold two elections before this vacancy 
could be filled; for the regular election 
would be preceded by the. inevitable white 

imary. held under the same forms of 

w, and which itself would in all prob- 
ability be preceded by a struggle hbe- 
tween the contesting candidates, together 
with a heated canvags throughout the en- 
tire state.

You will recall how 
the legislature was called together in 
extraordinary session, and the difficul- 
ties under which it labored before 4 
compromise was reached, resulting in the 
election of Governor McDaniel. I trust 
this state will never again be called upon 
to wndergo a similar experience, and 
yet only the life of one man stands 
between our people and a recurrence 
to those unhappy days. 

“During all this time the acting gov- 
ernor was performing all of the func- 
tions of a regularly elected governor, 
in gpite of the fact that he had been 
elected by the votes of only forty-four 
persons, for the house of representa- 
tives, the popular body, had no yoice 
whatever in. the election of this tem- 
porary Bkovernor. Worse still, twenty- 
three men out of forty-four may possi- 
bly have made this governor, who 
might have been called upon to exer- 
cise some of the most important func- 
tions of this great office.

wally strong offensive power, while at 
the same time, notwithstanding its 
hea: y armor, it will have a speed of h- 
tween 201-2 and 2! knots. An inter- 
esting feature is the use of Babcock 
and Wilcox water-tube boilers, which 
will seupply steam at a much higher 
Uressure than has been pr¢eviously e.a- 
ployed with turbine steam ships. This 
new battle ship can be properly com- 
pared with the King Edward VII, com- 
pleted this year, whose speed is i9 
knots per hour, and whose atmament 
consists of four 12-inch guns, four 9 2- 
inch cuns and ten 6-inch guns.

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John W. A. Sanford, late of the county 
of Baldwin, saying in explanation: 

“I Knew and greatly loved Alexander 
Hamilton Stephens, the commoner—a man 
SO great that his name needs neither pre- 
fix nor suffix. Knowing Mr. Stephens as 
I did, I have less hesitancy than other- 
wise I would feel in presenting the 
amendment now on the clerk's desk. I te- 
lieve that the purpose i have in view 
will be appreciated and approved by the 
pw ~Re later, by the course I sha’) 
pursue as tothe amendinent, I shail re- 
veal it. 

‘I wish, Mr Speaker, to recall the Iife 
and the careep_of General John W. A. 


Sanford, who was easily one of the nost | 
Aultured and most usecvu] men of his day. | 


In 1827, being a proininent member of 
Governor Troup’s military family, Gen- 
era] Sanford figured conspicuously in tne 
celebrated Troup-Adams controversy. Ia 
1834, he was elected a2 member of the 
national congress. In the group of dis- 
tinguished men, on whom similar nonor 
was conferred, was James M. Swayne, 
later an associate justice of the federal 
supreme court. William Schley and 
George W, Towns, each of whom became 
governor of this state. and the great, 
good and useful Dr. Terrell. In 1836 he 
was a major general, commanding Geor- 
gia troops in the Creek Indian war. in 
1842-43 he was secretary of state for this 
state. In i86! he was a commissioner 
from Georgia to Alabama and Texas in 
the interest of secession 

“Having satislactorily performed the 
duty last assigned him, Genera] Sanford, 
63 years of age, volunteered as a pii- 
vate soldier in the Fourth Georgia -egi- 
ment, and saw service in Virginia. Short- 
ly after his arrival at tae theater of war, 
he was honorably discharged because cf 
his age. He returned home and at once 
devoted himself to raising provisions ‘or 
the Confederacy. He prvuved himself most 
eminent and most wurthy in every posi- 
tion of trust and of honor to whicn he 
was called. Hig record and his memory 
are today worthy of the highest honors 
at the hands of the people of the state 
he loved and helped to make great. 

“As already intimated, I personally 
knew Alexander Hamilton Stephens, and 
I loved him. I have brought his name 
and that of General Sanford into sharp 
contrast for a purpose. The names—the 
memory and the eplendid achievements 
of the long list of eminent statesmen, 
who made Georgia famous and the union 
great, are rapidly passing out of the pub- 
Ne mind.

They made free to 
predict even then that, at the proper 
time, President Roosevelt would 
find himself forced by influences 
very powerful] in the republican party 
lo abandon his extra session ideas. 

Immediately after the senate re- 
spectfully declined to do the presi- 
dent’s bidding there was strenuols 
revival of extra session talk at the 
white house. First, congress was 
sure to be called together within two 
weeks after the adjournment in 
March; then a little more leeway and 
April was fixed as the time; after 
that, certain eminent republicans 
having in the meantime presented 
their views at the white house, there 
was announcement of further delay 
until May. The apologists of this 
further delay found no trouble in de- 
claring the president’s real purpose 
to be to force a sitting of congress in 
midsummer, compelling recalcitrant 
senators and representatives to face 
the sweltering rays of Washington’s 
sun and the deadly typhoid germ of 
the Potomac. Finally, however, 
there -came an abandonment of this 
midsummer talk and first Septem- 
ber, then October were fixed upon as 
the extra session dates. Congress 
was certainly to be called early 
enough in the autumn to make pos- 
sible the enactment of all necessary 
railway regulation measures before 
the date fixed by law for the regular 
session. 

It is fresh in the memory how clev- 
erly a few of his party leaders suc- 
ceeded in impressing upon President 
Roosevelt the great importance of 
this year’s elections and the neces- 
sity, therefore, of calling off the extra 
session until after the first week in 
November. So it was called off; but 
with this announcement was an 
equally positive declaration that con- 
gress must meet in extra session in 
November, the exact date being duly 
fixed by the inspired white house gos- 
sip. By this time the number of 
doubters had grown in numbers, but 
there was no diminution of energy on 
the part of those inspired white 
house prophets. Now, however, these 
gentlemen are a little rudely put out | 
of business by the president’s own'| 
declaration: 

“T am of opinion that an extra ses- 
sion will be unnecessary.”

help stirring up doubts and fears in | 
the minds of those who have’ 
relied upon him to “square his’ 
deed with his word,” declaring!

This question the people of the| 
United States are naturally asking| 
in the light of their extra session 
experience. 

If there is one thing more certain 
than any other, it is that the people 
of the country are practically united 
in support of the proposition that the 
interstate commerce commission must 
be made an effective body. The great 
weakness in existing means for rail- 
road regulation is that the inter- 
state commerce commission has no 
real power to correct the inequalities 
of the interstate rates which directly 
affect the entire freight rates of the 
country. 

As it now stands, the commission 
finds itself unable to do more than 
investigate whether a rate fixed by 
a railroad is just and reasonable. 
When it discovers that such rate is 
unjust and unreasonable, it is with- 


out the power to name what, in its 
judgment, is a proper rate: and has 
no power to enforce the promulgation

A Graceful Act. 
President Roosevelt’s appointment 


of Mrs. W. Y. Atkinson to the office 
of postmaster of her home city, New- 
nan, is an act that will meet the very 
hearty approval of the many friends 
of Mrs. Atkinson, and especially the 
many friends of her late husband, 
throughout the state. 

The president’s tender of the place 
seems to have been inspired by the 
same courtesy which prompted his in- 
quiries concerning Mrs. General Gor- 
don. Mr. Roosevelt was a warm 
admirer of General Gordon, and upon 
his death felt that if the circum- 
stances were such that a practical 
manifestation of that friendliness 
would be welcome, he would be glad 
to give it. The president also 
knew and admired Governor Atkinson, 
with whom he was thrown at the 
outbreak of the Spanish war when 
Georgia’s governor made tender of his 
services to President McKinley. No 
man took livelier interest in the volun” 
teer troops from all the states than 
did Colonel Roosevelt, and he al- 
ways expressed himself ag proud of 
the splendid showing made by the 
troops from his mother’s state, Geor- 
gia. Of Governor Atkinson’s activity 
in seeing that Georgia made that 
showing he was familiar. 

From every viewpoint his act in ten- 
dering the Newnan office to Mrs. At- 
kinson seems to us most graceful, and 
we know that the many friends of 
Governor Atkinson will appreciate 
very highly this practical] evidence of 
friendship to his widow, who, left 
with a number of small children to 
support and educate, has faced the 
world so bravely. 


Talking of Race Suicide. 

Professor Wilcox, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, is the author of an interest- 
ing statistical pamphlet just issued 
asa bulletin by the censitig bureau. 
It is entitled “Proportion of Children 
in the United States,” and while it 
does not attempt to compute the birth 
rate in this country, it does give the 
proportion of children to adults at 
various periods in the country’s his- 
tory. 

This official bulletin would seem to 
bear out the race suicide contention 
by President Roosevelt, although 
its rather vague conclusions are far 
far from startling. Immigration has 
kept the birth rate of the United 
States entirely normal, although it 
would seem that the native Amerti- 
can stock is addicted to curtailing 
reproduction somewhat. The state of 
Massachusetts is the worst offender 
in this regard. Georgia is one of 
the states that show no increase in 


the proportion of children to adults 
born in the decade between 1890 and 
1900. As would be expected, the 
reduced birth rate is largely to be 
found in our large cities, although 
Georgia is classed as an agriculturai 
state. 

A brief analysis of this interesting 
bulletin is made as follows: 

In 1860 the number of children under 5 
years of age to 1,000 women I5 ‘to 49 
years of age was 6384; In 1900 it was 
only 474. In other words, the proportion 
of children to potential mothers in '900 
was only three-fourths as large as in 
1860. One is thus ‘tei to the conclusicn 
that there has been a pcrsistent decline 
in the birth rate since 1860. 

There was an unusual decrease in the 
proportion of children between 1/1860 and 
1870, which must be attributed to. the 
direct and indirect results of the civil 
war. The increase in the south betw2en 
1870 and 1880 is probabiy due both to the 
great number of omissicns in the census 
of 1870 and the return of settled condi- 
tions after the war and reconstruction. 

The states with an increase in the pro- 
portion of children in the decade 1890 
to 1900 include all the Atlantic states 
except Maryland and Georgia, the Ds- 
trict of Columbia and also Alabama, 
Louisiana, Oklahoma and Nevada. 

The two states with the largest propor- 
tion in 1900 were North Dakota and In- 
dian Territory; the two states with the 
smallest were District of Columbia and 
Massachusetts, The prerortion in Mass1- 
chusetts was one-half cof the proportion 
in North Dakota. In other words, in pro- 
portion to the number of women of ch’l4 
bearing age, there were twice as many 
children in North Daiota as there were 
in Massachusetts. 

In 1900, for the United States as a 
whole, the proportion of children was on- 
ly two-thirds as great in cities aa in 
the country districts. In the North Atlan- 
tic division, however, ‘t was almost aa 
great in the cities as ir the country. In 
the southern divisions it is hardly more 
than half as large as in the cities as ‘n 
the country, while in the far west the 4if- 
ference is intermediate in amount.

County Elections.

Toombs on the first Wednesday in Oc- 
tober; Grady on the first Monday in 
January, 1906; Stephens on the (first 
Wednesday in December; Tift on the first 
Wednesday in October; Crisp on the 
same date; Jenkins on the same date. 

In the general organization bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, which aas 
passed both houses, but which has not 
as yet been signed by the governor, it 
is provided that as soon as the bill is 
approved the tax collectors of the va- 
rious counties from which new counties 
were formed shall open registration 
books in which all] citizens of the new 
counties des:ring to vote in the first 
election of their county shall register, 
The county officers named at the first 
elections will serve until their successors 
are named at the next general election. 

It also provides that until the initial 
election shall be held the county offi- 
cers Of the old counties shall continue 
in authority as they would have done 
throughout all their territory had not 
the new county been created. But after 
election all court records and other pub- 
lic documents pertaining solely to that 
territory involved in the new. county 
shall be transferred to the proper offi- 
cer of the new county. This includes 
pending litigation. 

Legislators Not Affected. 


The members of the legislature shall 
not be in any way affected by the cre- 
ation of the new counties until] the next 
general election, at which the new coun- 
ties will elect representatives for them- 
selves. The commissions of all old coun- 
ty officers, it is further prov.ued, sha}] 
continue in force, even though the holder 
resides in territory forming a part of 
the new county. 

It is also provided that the judge of 
the superior court shall name jury com- 
missioners at the first term of court after 
the formation of the new county gov- 
ernment; tpat the ordinary shall levy 
a tax and if needs be borrow money to 
operate the new county for the first 
year; that the first grand jury, after 
the organization of the county, shallj 
elect a board of education and that the 
ordinary shall lay off the county in mi- 
litia districts and hold elections for jus- 
tices of the peace.

Mijlitary Code Bill 

One of tHe most important military 
measures to pass at the session just 
closed was tthe military code bill, which 
is a synthesis of the military laws of the 
atate. It wil} be of great interest to mill- 
tary men in gll parts of Georgia. 

This military code was drafted by a 
board of offiters appointed by the gover- 
nor, consisting of Colonel William G. 
Obear, inspector general; Colonel A, J. 
Scott, assistant adjutant general, and 
First iLeutenant L & D. Rucker, Jr., 
of the Sixteenth United States !nfantry, 
on duty with Georgia state troops, and 
Was prepared in order to put the militia 
of the state in condition to pass the 
United States inspection in (908, when 
the Dick bfll goes into full effect. 

The following are the {important points 
of the bill: 

The code does not go into effect untH 
October |, 1905. 

It changes the designation from ‘“‘Geor- 
gia state troops’ to “the national guard 
of Georgia.” 

It restricts the enlisted strength to 4,000 
unti] all are fully armed and equipped; 
makes the ongar¥zation of companies, 
battalions and regiments conform to that 
of the United States army, and limits the 
militia to five regiments of infantry, one 
regiment of cavalry, one battalion of 
heavy artillery. two light batteries of

DESORT SCARED 
BY EXPLOSIONS 


Work of Anarchists Feared at 
— Saratoga, 


Two Explosions Called Hundreds of 
People Out in Streets, But 
Whether They Were Pre- 
pared by Jokers is 
Not Known. 


Saratoga, N. Y., August 19.—Two low 
explosiong in quick succession in dif- 
ferent sections of Saratoga startled vis- 
itors late last evening and set afoot sto- 
ries about dynamite plots. While very 
little actual damage was done, there can 
be no goubt that some violent explosion 


was used. . 

The it 
work of a practical joker or of some peT- 
son intending mischief who failed to car- 
ry out his plans. The first explosion oc- 
curred in a narrow alley between the 
United States Club, conducted by Joseph 
Uliman, in Woodlawn avenue, and ad- 
The second explosion 
occurred about half an hour later at a 
point in Circular street directly above 
the grounds of Richard Canfield’s Sara- 
toga Club house. 

In both instances the noise was great 
and those in the neighborhood were of 
the impression that bombs bad been 
used. . The scene of the firat explosion 
is an alley about 3 feet wide which is 
always blocked by a bootblack stand. So 
far as can be judged, the explosive was 
placed directly under the chair, which 
was blown to atoms. The wallg around 
Were smeared with the bootblack’s oll 
and pastes, 

All of the windows on that side of the 
garage was broken, as was a glass sign. 
Some damage was done to the bullding. 
All of the windows of the club house 
were open at the time and those on the 
basement floor were broken. A great 
crowd quickly gathered, including hun- 
dreds of guests in the Broadway hotels. 

When the excitement was at its height 
around the United States Club, the sound 
af the second explosion was heard and 
the sharp report took hundreds to the 
gecene to discover what had happened. The 
second explosion occurred in a clump of 
pusheg tn the park and was closer to the 
Kensington hotel than to the Canfield 
Club house. Persons dining and playing 
in the Canfield place did not hear the 
ndige as plainly as did those in the open 
alr. Later in the night several crudely 
printed slips were found in the corri- 
dor of a leading hotel, asserting that dy- 
namite in large quantities had been 
found in the two houses and warning 
people to be careful. ‘ 

These slips led the police to believe 
the explosions were. the work of aln- 
archists,

REBATE CHARGE 
AGAINST ROADS 


Contempt Proceedings Brought 
Against Western Lines 


Charged That Chicago and Alton 
Granted Rebate Amounting to 
Thousands of Dollars to 
Harvester Trust and 
Its Company. 


——————— 


Kansas City, August 19.—Contempt pro- 
ceedings charging violation of the order 
of District Judge John P. Phillfps, issued 
in March, 1902, restraining the defend- 
ants from giving rebates in violation of 
the interstate commerce law, were filed 
here today. in the United States district 
court against the Chicago .and Alton, 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, the 
Missouri Pacific, the Chicago, Rock Isl- 
and and Pacific, the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railway Company. 

These companies are charged with giv- 
ing rebate in violation of the restraining 
order and the court is asked to cite them 
for contempt, giving them until Septem- 
ber 18 in which to file their plans, The 
contempt proceedings allege specifiqnlly 
in the case of the Chicago and Alton that 
that company granted rebates amounting 
to many thousands of dollars on the 
shifpments of agricultural] and farming 
machinery to the International Harvester 
Company, ‘“‘which owns and controls the 
Deering Harvester Company, the McCor- 
mick Harvester Compgny, the Plano 
Harvester Company, the South Chicago 
Furnace Company and the Illinois North- 
ern Rallroad Company. 

It is alleged the Chicago and Alton 
agrced with the Illinois Northern Com- 
pany to file with the interstate com- 
mérce commission pretended joint tariffs 
of freight rates effective from Chicago 
to Missouri river points for the express 
purpose of evading the restraining order, 
and that the Alton agreed and did in 
fact give to the Internationa) Company 
26 per cent of sald pretended joint tariff 
rates, 

The proceedings against the Burlington 
railroad are practically identical with 
those against the Illinois Northern. 

The proceedings against the Northern 
Pacific, Rock Island charge that these 


by giving rebates to the Hutchinson, 
Kansas, Salt Company, in collusion with 
the Hutchinson and Arkansas River rail- 
road, which latter company is controlleg 
and operated by the Salt company. 

‘These railroad companies are alleged to 
have given the Salt company 26 per 
cent of a pretended joint tariff rates upon 
salt gcouted to points on the Missouri 
river.
